W e have audited the accom panying general purpose financial statem ents of the Terrebonne 
Parish Sheriff, as of June 30, 1999, and for the year then ended. These general purpose financial 
statem ents are the responsibility of the Terrebonne Parish Sheriff. O ur responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these general purpose financial statem ents based on our audit. 

W e conducted our audit in accordance w ith generally 
G overnm ent Auditina Standards issued by the Com ptroller 

accepted auditing standards and 
G eneral of the United States. Those 

standards require that w e plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
w hether the general purpose financial statem ents are free of m aterial m isstatem ent. An audit 
includes exam ining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the am ounts and disclosures in the 
general purpose financial statem ents. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles 
used and significant estim ates m ade by m anagem ent, as w ell as evaluating the overall general 
purpose financial statem ent presentation. W e believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis 
for our opinion. 

In our opinion, the general-purpose financial statem ents referred to above present fairly, in all 
m aterial respects, the financial position of the Terrebonne Parish Sheriff, as June 30, 1999, and 
the results of its operations for the year ended, in conform ity w ith generally accepted accounting 
principles. 

n accordance w ith G overnm ent Auditina Standards. we have also issued a 
Decem ber 8, 1999, on our consideration of the Terrebonne Parish Sheriff's interna 
financial reporting and our tests of its com pliance with certain provisions of laws 
contracts and grants.

The Terrebonne Parish Sheriff has not presented the disclosures required by G overnm ental 
Accounting Standards Board Technical Bulletin 98-1, Disclosures about Year 2000 Issues, as 
am ended by Governm ental Accounting Standards Board Technical Bulletin 99-1, that the 
Governm ental Accounting Standards Board has determ ined are necessary to supplem ent, 
although not be a part of, the basic financial statem ents. In addition, we do not provide assurance 
the Terrebonne Parish Sheriff is or w ill becom e year 2000 com pliant, that the Terrebonne Parish 
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Sheriff's year 2000 rem ediation efforts w ill be successful in w hole or in part, or the parities with 
w hich the Terrebonne Parish Sheriff does business are or w ill becom e year 2000 com pliant. 

O ur audit w as conducted for the purpose of form ing an opinion on the general purpose financial 
statem ents taken as a w hole. The accom panying financial inform ation listed as "Supplem ental 
Inform ation" in the table of contents is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a 
required part of the genera~ purpose financial statem ents of the Terrebenne Parish Sheriff. Such 

information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general 
purpose financial statem ents and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all m aterial respecls in 
relation to the general purpose financial statem ents taken as a w hole.

Notes to Financial Statem ents 

Sum m ary of Sianificant Accountina Policies 

The Terrebonne Parish Sheriff (Sheriff) serves a four year term as the chief executive 
officer for the law enforcem ent district and ex-officio tax collector of the parish as provided 
by Article V, Section 27 of the Louisiana Constitution of 1974. The Sheriff adm inisters the 

parish jail system and exercises duties required by the parish court system, such as 
providing bailiffs, executing orders of the court and serving subpoenas. 

As the chief law enforcem ent officer of the parish, the Sheriff is responsible for enforcing 
state and local laws, ordinances, et cetera, within the territorial boundaries of the parish. 
The Sheriff provides protection to the residents of the parish through on-site patrols

, 

investigations, and serv es the residents of the parish through the establishm ent of 
neighborhood watch program s and anti-drug abuse program s. In addition, the Sheriff, 
w hen requested, provides assistance to other law enforcem ent agencies w ithin the parish. 

As the ex-officio tax collector of the parish, the Sheriff is responsible for collecting and 
distributing ad valorem property taxes, parish occupational licenses, state revenue sharing 
funds, sportsm en's licenses and fines, costs and bond forfeitures im posed by the district 
court. 

The accounting and reporting policies of the Sheriff conform to generally accepted 
accounting pdnciples as applicable to governm ents. Such accounting and reporting 
procedures also conform  to the requirem ents of the industry audit guide, Audits of State 
and Local G overnm ental Units. 

The follow ing is a sum m ary of certain significant accounting policies 

Financial ReDortina Entity 

For financial reporting purposes, the Sheriff includes all funds, account groups, and 
activities, that are controlled by the Sheriff as an independently elected parish 
official. As an independently elected parish official, the Sheriff is solely responsible 
for the operations of his office, w hich include the hiring and retention of em ployees, 

authority over budgeting, responsibility for deficits, and the receipt and disbursem ent 
of funds. O ther than certain operating expenditures of the Sheriff's office that are 
paid or provided by the parish consolidated governm ent as required by Louisiana 
law , the Sheriff is financially independent. Accordingly, the Sheriff is a separate 
governm ental reporting entity. Certain units of local governm ent, over w hich the 
Sheriff exercises no oversight responsibility, such as the parish consolidated 
governm ent, parish school board, other independently elected parish officials, and 
m unicipalities w ithin the parish, are excluded from the accom panying financial 
statem ents. These units of governm ent are considered separate reporting entities 
and issue financial statem ents separate from those of the parish Sheriff.

b) Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Sheriff are organized on the basis of funds and account groups, 
each of w hich is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of each 
fund are accounted for w ith a separate set of self-balancing accounts that com prise 
its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and expenditures. Revenues are 
accounted for in these individual funds based upon the purpose for w hich they are to 
be spent and the m eans by w hich spending activities are controlled. The funds 
presented in the financial statem ents are described as follow s: 

G eneral Fund 

The General Fund, as provided by Louisiana Revised Statute 33:1422, is the 
principal fund of the Sheriff's offi ce and accounts for the operations of the Sheriff's 
office. The Sheriff's prim ary sources of revenue are an ad valorem tax and sales tax 
levied by the law enforcem ent district. O ther sources of revenue include state 
revenue sharing, state supplem ental pay for deputies, civil and crim inal fees, and 
fees for court attendance and m aintenance of prisoners. General operating 
expenditures are paid from this fund. 

Capital Projects Fund 

The capital projects fund is used to account for financial resources to be used for the 
acquisition or construction of capital assets. 

Debt Service Fund 

The debt service fund is used to account for the accum ulation of resources for, and 
the paym ent of, general long-term debt principal and interest, 

Agency Funds 

The agency funds are used as depositories for civil suits, cash bonds, taxes and 
fees. Disbursem ents from  these funds are m ade to various parish agencies, litigants 
in suits, or others, in the m anner prescribed by law . The agency funds are custodial 
in nature (assets equal liabilities) and do not involve measurement of results of 
operations.

G eneral Fixed Assets and G eneral Lone-Term O bliaations 

Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations (general fixed assets) are 
accounted for in the general fixed assets account group, rather than in the G eneral 
Fund. G eneral fixed assets provided by the parish consolidated governm ent are not 
recorded w ithin the Sheriff's general fixed assets account group. No depreciation 
has been provided on general fixed assets. 

All purchased fixed assets are stated at historical cost or estim ated historical cost if 
actual historical cost is not available. Donated fixed assets are stated at their 
estim ated fair m arket value on the date donated. Autom obiles awarded to the 
Terrebonne Parish Sheriff's office by court award are carried in fixed assets at their 
fair m arket value. Donated or aw arded am ounts are im m aterial in relation to total 
fixed assets. 

Long-term obligations expected to be financed from governm ental funds are 
accounted for in the general long-term obligations account group, not in the G eneral 
Fund. The two account groups are not funds. They are concerned only with the 
m easurem ent of financial position and do not involve m easurem ent of results of 
operations. 

d) Basis of Accounting 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures are recognized in the 
accounts and reported in the financial statem ents. Basis of accounting relates to the 
tim ing of the m easurem ents m ade, regardless of the m easurem ent focus applied. 
The accom panying general purpose financial statem ents have been prepared on the 
modified accrual basis of accounting, except for the Agency Funds which are 
prepared on the cash basis of accounting, w hich approxim ates the m odified accrual 
basis of accounting. The G eneral Fund uses the follow ing practices in recording 
revenues and expenditures: 

Revenues 

Ad valorem taxes and the related state revenue sharing are recorded in the year 
taxes are due and payable. Ad valorem taxes are assessed on a calendar year 
basis, becom e due on Novem ber 15 of each year, and becom e delinquent on 
Decem ber 31. The taxes are generally collected in Decem ber, January, and 
February  of the fiscal year.

Sales taxes are considered "m easurable" when in the hands of the Sales Tax 
Collector and are recognized as revenue at that tim e. Intergovem m ental revenues 
and fees, charges and com m issions for services are recorded w hen the Sheriff is 
entitled to the funds. 

Interest 
earned. 

on interest-bearing deposits is recorded or accrued as revenues when 
Substantially all other revenues are recorded w hen received 

Expenditures 

Expenditures are generally recognized under the m odified accrual basis of 
accounting w hen the related fund liability is incurred, except that principal and 
interest on general long-term obligations are recognized w hen due. Purchases of 
various operating supplies are regarded as expenditures at the tim e purchased. 

Other Financing Sources 

General fixed assets acquired through capital lease agreem ents are recognized as 
other financing sources and capital outlay expenditures at the tim e of acquisition. 
Also, proceeds from long-term debt are recognized as other financing sources w hen 
received.

The Sheriff follow s these procedures in establishing the budgetary data reflected in 
the general purpose financial statem ents:

The chief adm inistrative deputy prepares a proposed budget and subm its it to 
the Sheriff for the fiscal year no later than fifteen days prior to the beginning of 
each fiscal year. 

A sum m ary of the proposed budget is published and the public is notified that 
the proposed budget is available for public inspection. At the sam e tim e, a 
public hearing is called. 

A public hearing is held on the proposed budget at least ten days after 
publication of the call for a hearing. 

After the holding of the public hearing and com pletion of all action necessary 
to finalize and im plem ent the budget, the budget is legally adopted prior to the 
com m encem ent of the fiscal year for which the budget is being adopted. 

All budgetary  appropriations lapse at the end of each fiscal year 

The budget is adopted on a basis consistent w ith generally accepted 

accounting principles (GAAP). Budgeted amounts included in the 
accom panying financial statem ents are as originally adopted or as finally 
am ended by the Sheriff. 

nterest-bearing deposits are stated at cost, w hich approxim ates m arket 

g) Inventory. 

Inventory of the Sheriff's General Fund consists of food purchased by the Sheriff and 
com m odities granted by the Louisiana Departm ent of Agriculture and Forestry . The 
com m odities are recorded as revenues when received; however, all inventory item s 
are recorded as expenses w hen consum ed. All purchased inventory item s are 
valued at the lower of cost (first-in, first-out) or market, and commodities are 
assigned values based on inform ation provided by the United States Departm ent of 
Agriculture and Forestry .

Vacation end Si~.k Ieave 

All em ployees of the Sheriffs office, w ith over one year of service, earn five days of 
sick leave. Office em ployees earn 10 days of vacation leave each year; all other 
em ployees earn 14 days of vacation leave each year. 

Vacation and sick leave cannot be accum ulated and m ust be used in the year 
earned. Paym ent is not m ade for unused leave upon retirem ent or term ination of 
em ploym ent. Any liability the Sheriff m ight have in this regard at June 30, 1999 is 
considered im m aterial; therefore, no liability has been recorded in the accounts. 

Encum brances 

Encum brance accounting, under w hich purchase orders, contracts, and other 
com m itm ents for the expenditure of m onies are recorded in order to reserv e that 
portion of the applicable appropriation, is not em ployed by the Sheriff as an 
extension of form al budgetary integration in the funds. 

Total Colum ns on Com bined Statem ents - O verv iew 

Total colum ns on the Com bined Statem ents - O verview are captioned M em orandum 
O nly to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in 
these colum ns do not present financial position, results of operations, or changes in 
financial position in conform ity with generally accepted accounting principles. 
Neither is such data com parable to a consolidation. Interfund elim inations have not 
been m ade in the aggregation of this data. 

k) Fund Equity 

Reserves represent those portions of fund equity not appropriable for expenditures 
or legally segregated for a specific use.

Under state law , the Sheriff m ay deposit funds within a fiscal agent bank organized under 
the law s of the State of Louisiana, the laws of any other state in the Union, or the laws of 
the United States. The Sheriff m ay invest in certificates and tim e deposits of state banks 
organized under Louisiana law and national banks having principal offices in Louisiana. At 

June 30, 1999, the Sheriff has cash and interest-bearing deposits (book balances) totaling 
$5,086,879 as follows:

These deposits are stated at cost, w hich approxim ates m arket. Under state law , these 

deposits, (or the resulting bank balances) must be secured by federal deposit insurance or 
the pledge of securities owned by the fiscal agent bank. The m arket value of the pledged 
securities plus the federal deposit insurance m ust at all tim es equal the am ount on deposit 
w ith the fiscal agent bank. These securities are held in the nam e of the pledging fiscal 
agent bank in a holding or custodial bank that is m utually acceptable to both parties.

Pledged securities in Category 3 include uninsured or unregistered investm ents for which 
the securities are held by the broker or dealer, or by its trust departm ent or agent, but not in 
the Sheriff's nam e. Even though the pledged securities are considered uncollateralized 

(Category 3), Louisiana Revised Statute 39:1229 imposes a statutory requirement on the 
custodial bank to advertise and sell the pledged securities w ithin 10 days of being notified 
by the Sheriff that the fiscal agent has failed to pay deposited funds upon dem and. 

3) Ad Valorem Taxes 

The Sheriff is the ex-officio tax collector of the parish and is responsible for the collection 
and distribution of ad valorem property taxes. Ad valorem taxes attach as an enforceable 
lien on property as of January  1, of each year. Taxes are levied by the parish consolidated 
governm ent in June and are actually billed to the taxpayers by the Sheriff in O ctober. Billed 
taxes are due by Decem ber 31, becom ing delinquent on January 1 of the following 
calendar year. The taxes are based on assessed values determ ined by the Tax Assessor 
of Terrebonne Parish Consolidated Governm ent and are collected by the Sheriff. The 
taxes are rem itted to the appropriate taxing bodies net of deductions for assessor's 
com pensation and pension fund contributions. 

Ad valorem taxes are budgeted and recorded in the year levied and billed. For the year 
ended June 30, 1999, law enforcem ent taxes applicable to the Sheriff's General Fund, were 
levied at the rate of 7.58 mills on property with assessed valuations totaling $312,754,147. 

Total law enforcement taxes levied during 1999 were $2,370,677

Substantially all em ployees of the Sheriff's office are m em bers of the Sheriff' s Pension and 

Relief Fund ("System"), a cost sharing, multiple-employer public employee retirement 
system (PERS), controlled and administered by a separate board of trustees. 

Plen Description. The System provides retirem ent benefits as w ell as disability and 
survivor benefits. Tw elve years of service credit is required to becom e vested for retirem ent 
benefits and ten years to become vested for disability benefits for a non-service related 
disability. There are no service requirem ents for service related disability or survivor 
benefits. Benefits are established and am ended by state statute. The System issues a 
publicly available financial report that includes financial statem ents and required 
supplem entary inform ation for the System . That report m ay be obtained by writing to the 
Sheriffs' Pension and Relief Fund, 6554 Florida Blvd, Suite 215, Baton Rouge, Louisiana 
70806, or by calling (225) 922-0465. 

Funding Policy. Plan m em bers are required to contribute a percentage of their annual 
covered salary to the System . The Sheriff is required to contribute at an actuarially 
determ ined rate. M em ber contributions and em ployer contributions for the System are 
established by state law and rates are established by the Public Retirem ent System s' 
Actuarial Com m ittee. The Sheriff' s em ployer contribution for the System , as provided by 
state law , is funded through annual appropriations, by deductions from local ad valorem 
taxes, and by rem ittances from the Sheriff.

Em ployees of the Terrebonne Parish Sheriff m ay participate in a deferred com pensation 
plan adopted under the provisions of Internal Revenue Code Section 457 (Deferred 
Compensation Plans with Respect to Service for State and Local Governments). The Plan 
is accounted for in an agency fund. 

The deferred com pensation plan is available to all em ployees of the Sheriff. Under the 
plan, em ployees m ay elect to defer a portion of their salaries and avoid paying taxes on the 
deferred portion until the w ithdraw al date. The deferred com pensation am ount is not 
available for w ithdraw al by em ployees until term ination, retirem ent, death, or an 
unforeseeable em ergency. 

The Plan is sponsored by the National Association of Counties and is adm inistered by an 
unrelated third party adm inistrator, the Public Em ployees Benefits Serv ices Corporation 

(PEBSCO). Under the terms of an IRC Section 457 deferred compensation plan, all 
deferred com pensation and incom e attributable to the investm ent of the deferred 
com pensation am ounts held by PEBSCO , until paid or m ade available to the em ployees or 
beneficiaries, are the property of the Sheriff subject only to the claims of the Sheriff's 
general creditors. In addition, the participants in the plan have rights equal to those of the 
general creditors of the Sheriff, and each participant's rights are equal to his or her share of 
the fair m arket value of the plan assets. The Sheriff believes that it is unlikely that plan 
assets w ill be needed to satisfy claim s of general creditors that m ight arise. The Plan had 
investments with a market value of $290,991 at June 30, 1999.

The Terrebonne Parish Sheriff's Office G roup Health Plan w as established by the Sheriff 
during the June, 1996 fiscal year. The partially self-insured plan was established to provide 
group m edical indem nity coverage to qualifying em ployees and retirees of the Sheriff's 
O ffice. G ilsbar, Inc. is the benefit services m anager and is responsible for adm inistering 
and claim s processing. Resources to pay claim s are derived from em ployer and em ployee 
contributions. M onthly contributions, based on a conservative estim ate of claim s to be 
paid, are deposited into a separate cash account to insure funds will be available to pay 
claims as they are filed. Accordingly, $45,050 in this account is included in cash at June 
30, 1999. A reserve for outstanding claims of $45,050 has also been established under the 
general fund at June 30, 1999. Liabilities are lim ited by the purchase of com m ercial 
insurance covering specific claims in excess of $50,000 and aggregate claims in excess of 
approximately $747,000.

The Sheriff provides certain continuing health care and life insurance benefits for its retired 
em ployees. Substantially all of the Sheriff's em ployees becom e eligible for those benefits if 
they reach norm al retirem ent age w hile working for the Sheriff. Those benefits for retirees 
and sim ilar benefits for active em ployees are provided through an insurance com pany and 
the Terrebonne Parish Sheriff's O ffice G roup Health Plan w hose m onthly prem ium s are 
paid jointly by the employee and the Sheriff.

The citizens of Terrebonne Parish approved a one-quarter percent sales tax on Septem ber 
26, 1986 to be used for operations of the Sheriff, and on July 19, 1997, an additional one 
quarter percent sales tax w as approved to be used for law enforcem ent. Sales tax revenue 
collected was $7,059,571 for the year ended June 30, 1999. 

O eeratinq Leases 

The Sheriff leases buildings, land and equipm ent under operating leases expiring in various 
years through 2000. During the year ended June 30, 1999, rental expenses under all 
operating leases totaled $63,880.

At June 30, 1999, the Sheriff is involved in several law suits claim ing dam ages. Som e of 
these suits are for substantial am ounts. The Sheriff plans to vigorously oppose these suits 
and does not believe their ultim ate disposition w ill m aterially affect the accom panying 
general purpose financial statem ents, except as follow s: 

On October 21, 1996, the district court rendered a judgment against the Sheriff of 
approximately $119,000 including court costs and interest as a result of a lawsuit filed by a 
form er Sheriff's Office deputy. The lawsuit asked for reim bursem ent of legal fees incurred 
by the form er deputy in defending him self from crim inal charges. During 1998, the Sheriff 

exhausted all appeals and the judgment became final. The Sheriff does not have 
insurance coverage for this claim . As of June 30, 1999, the total am ount due to the plaintiff 
was $60,786 including legal interest that is currently accruing at the rate of $20 per day. 
Accordingly, $60,786 is recorded as a liability in the General Long-Term Debt Account

To account for m onies obtained during drug operations and arrest. Disposition of the m oney is 
determ ined by court order. 
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Scholarship and G ift Fund 
To account for funds voluntarily withheld from em ployees of the Terrebonne Parish Sheriff's 
O ffice. The funds are used to purchase flow ers or m ake donations in lieu of flow ers to a nam ed 
charity in the event of the death of an em ployee or an im m ediate fam ily m em ber of an em ployee. 

The only other use of these funds is for two (2) $500.00 scholarships given each year to children 
of em ployees, w ho as freshm an, w ill be attending a Louisiana college. Prior to Septem ber 2, 
1999, funds w ere also used to purchase Christm as and birthday gifts for the Sheriff and w atches 
for em ployees w ho reached tw enty years of service. 

Deferred Com pensation Fund 

To account for the contributions and w ithdraw als by governm ent em ployees w ho participate in the 
deferred com pensation plan created and organized in accordance w ith Internal Revenue Code 
Section 457. The plan is adm inistered by a third party, Public Em ployees' Benefits Services 
Corporation. The plan is available to all em ployees and perm its em ployees to defer the incom e 
tax on a portion of their salaries until future years.
